Selectmen’s Report 


In submitting our annual report we would call 
the attention of the town to the maintenance of the 
State Aid and Third Class Road which in the past 
has been under the care of the State; the town’s 
portion of the expense being paid from the amount 
raised for roads. 

‘While the State Aid road will be maintained as 
in the past we have been informed by the ‘Superin- 
tendent of Maintenance that in the future the 
towns must bear the whole expense of maintaining 
Third Class roads in a satisfactory manner, other- 
wise the Highway Commission may expend 25 per 
cent of the intended fund in maintenance and _ the 
balance, 25 per cent will be withheld. We would 
therefore recommend that the sum of $350.00 be 
raised for that purpose the coming year. 

We would also state that the care of the drainage 
system that was put in on the village hill the past 
year is up to the town. We mention this to prevent 
any delay in the future whereby attention at the pro- 
per time would prevent damage to the drainage sys- 
tem or to the road in which it is laid.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Warren:— 


I have the honor of presenting for your con- 
sideration my tenth report of the schools of Warren. 

It gives me pleasure to report that the schools 
have completed another successful year and are 
above their usual standard. This is largely due to 
that unusual interest and the finest of co-operation, 
of citizens, parents, members of the school commit- 
tee, teachers, and pupils, that has been shown on 
every hand thruout the year in all school work and 
in all school activities. 
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The Teachers 


There have been few changes in our teaching 
force the past year in the grade and rural schools. 
Mrs. Smith, who has taught the past two years at 
Hinckley Corner with unusual success, resigned in 
June, and Miss Jameson, a graduate of Miss Niel’s 
Kindergarden and Primary School of Boston, was 
secured as her successor, and has done excellent 
work. In the other grade schools we have been for- 
tunate indeed to have for another year the highly 
efficient services of Mrs. Newbert, Mrs. Mathews, and 
Mrs. Davis, whose work is known and appreciated. 

In the rural schools Mrs. Kallock, who has 
taught so efficiently at Pleasantville the past’ two 
years, resigned in June, and Parker Spear, who last 
year taught at Mt. Pleasant with success was secur- 
ed for this school. At Oyster River and Libby there 
was no change, both Miss Castner and Miss Wyllie 
returned to the same schools for another year, where 
both have given such universal satisfaction. 


Two Schools Closed 


The past year there were at the Highland school 
but nine pupils and an average attendance of less 
than eight. This fall there were but seven pupils 
to attend this school and for that reason the school 
was closed. ‘These pupils have been transported to 
the village schools by Clifford Overlock. 

The average attendance at the Mt. Pleasant 
School last year was but five and this fall there were 
put four pupils to attend this school, which was clos- 
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ed and the pupils have been boarded near some 
school which they could attend. 

As there was this fall but one pupil, Shirley Pay- 
son, from Vaughan Neck to attend the grade schools, 
she has been also boarded five days a week near the 
village schools. It has thus been possible to dis- 
continue the transportation from this road. 

The cost of boarding each of these children has 
been $3.50 a week. 


Transportation Changes 


As last year Mr. Teague has transported the pu- 
pils from South Warren and Anderson and Sterling. 
He has also since the beginning of the fall term 
transported the pupils living on the road leading by 
George Wyllie’s. Mr. Moody has since the beginning ~ 
of the fall term transported only the pupils from the 
Middle Road and Douglass Starrett. Mrs. Benjamin 
Harding has transported her daughter Ethel since 
September. 


Repairs 


The Libby, Pleasantville, and Oyster -River 
buildings, have each been given two coats of paint 
on the outside. The cost of this labor was $118.33, 
and the cost of the paint was $120.62. At both the 
Oyster River and Malcolm Corner buildings one side 
of the roof was shingled. A new floor was laid at 
the Libby building. The stove at the Oyster River 
building was jacketed and the main room was paper- 
ed. The grounds at Malcolm Corner, Hinckley Cor- 
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ner, and High School, have been well filled in with 
gravel. 


All buildings now in use have been painted on 
the outside within the last few years. The needed 
repairs are now, largely, inside work, painting and 
papering. 

I wish citizens to know how much the services 
of Mr. Teague should be appreciated, not only, in his 
interest and care as janitor at the High School build- 
ing, but also, his care and interest in the minor re- 
pairs that have to be attended to during the school 
year. 


Teachers’ Meetings 


Teachers’ meetings were held as usual before 
the opening of schools. A joint-meeting with the 
teachers of Union was held at Union October 15th, 
and Miss M. Pansy Smith, representing Ginn and 
Company gave a most helpful and instructive talk 
on “Reading in the Grades.” No meetings were 
held in November as all teachers attended the State 
Convention held at Bangor October 28th and 29th, 
and the Knox County Convention, held at Rockland 
November 18th. The following excellent books on 
teaching have been placed on each teacher’s desk; 
“One Hundred Ways of Teaching Silent Reading” | 
published by World Book Company, and “The Teach- 
ing of the Fundamental Subjects’ published by 
Houghton Mifflin Company. These books have been 
discussed with the grade teachers. Also, parts of 
“Proceedures in High-School Teaching”’ published 
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by The Macmillan Company, and “The Foundations 
of Method” published by the same company, have 
been discussed with the high school teachers. 


School Exhibit and Musieal Revue 


November 17th an Exhibit of the work of the 
grade and rural schools was held at Glover Hall. 
The exhibit was planned in connection with Educa- 
tion Week activities, in order that busy parents and 
friends might have an opportunity to see the work 
that our pupils are doing. Each of the schools was 
given space along the walls of the hall; and when 
the numberless papers and various booklets, Warren 
Maine, travel, class, and school, were in place, it all 
presented a most attractive appearance. Teachers 
and pupils worked untiringly preparing their work 
and the result surpassed every expectation. — 

The fine Musical Revue which was held under 
the direction of Mrs. Vinal, in connection with the 
exhibit, is further mentioned below. 


Musie 


The unusual progress and interest of the pupils 
and the hearty response and support of parents in 
Mrs. Vinal’s work has been most gratifying. All 
who enjoyed the operetta, “The National Flower,” 
which was given during the spring term were sur- 
prised indeed to see the costumes which had been 
Mrs. Vinal’s care. The Musical Revue which was 
given in connection with the School Exhibit was 
especially enjoyed and appreciated by a crowded 
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house. The ability of the pupils as shown in sever- 
al numbers of this program was surprising, and show 
ed the unusual progress that had been made under 
Mrs. Vinal’s instruction. Thru these entertainments 
-and the weekly whist parties, which Mrs. Vinal 
started and has made so popular, $72.80 has been 
added to the Building Fund. We are indeed for- 
tunate to have in town a music director of Mrs. 
Vinal’s unusual ability, and one who is so interested 
in the girls and boys and in the community. 


High School 


The excellent work of Mr. Ayer and Miss offs 
has been most ably continued by Principal Frober- 
ger and Miss Norwood. Principal Froberger grad- 
uated from University of Maine in 1921, was over- 
seas during the World War and was an acknowledg- 
ed leader of sports after the signing of the Armis- 
tice. Miss Norwood is a two year student at the Uni- 
versity of Maine, was valedictorian of her class at 
Union High School. The work of these teachers 
has been excellent. Never, I believe, has the disci- 
pline of the school been better. Their fine spirit of 
co-operation has made the work of the superintend- 
ent a pleasure. 


Lights at the High School Building 


Thru the generosity of Mr. R. J. Andrews elect- 
ric lights have been installed at the High School 
Building, and they are certainly enjoyed and appre- 
ciated by Mr. Teague in his duties, and by teachers 
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and pupils on dark days. They are also appreciated 
by the teachers when work has to be done after | 
school as sometimes happens. 


Unusual Response to the W. H. S. Building Fund 


The following letter was sent to all Citizens and 
to all who had attended the Warren Academy or the 
High School, so far as their addresses could be learn- 
ed. 


September Ist, 1926 

My dear fellow-citizen or alumnus: 
# We know that you are interested in the 
tigh School Building Fund and that you would wish 
to know that a member of the Building Committee 
recently wrote to a former Warren boy, now a pros- 
perous business man in New York City, soliciting an 
addition to the Fund. A prompt reply was received, 
stating that he should be traveling until October first 
when he should return to New York, and that if he 
could be sent at that time the names of Citizens and 
Alumni, who had given to the Fund, and the amounts 
that he would then decide what he would do by 
way of assistance. : 

He has been informed that $2000.00 has al- 
ready been raised for the fund by the town and that 
$500.00 has been given by a citizen, $25.00 by the 
class of 1925 and $20.00 by the class of 1926. 

It is hoped that we can be able to send the 
name of every Citizen and every Alumnus as givers 
of some amount as a manifestation of their interest 
in the Fund.

The response to the letter on the part of Citizens 
was surprising and gratifying, indeed, not in the un- 
usual number of large gifts but in the unusually 
large number of gifts, which was but one more mani- 
festation of that fine school spirit which Citizens 
have so unfailingly shown in all school activities. 
The long list of donors that follows’ graphically 
tells the story. The total amount added to the fund 
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in cash as a result of the letter to date is $1,016.80. 
Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Andrews pledge $1000.00 to be 
given when the building is started; other pledges 
amount to $148.00, most of which will probably be 
paid before this report is read.

Building Fund or Bond Issue 


Few Citizens may realize the difference in cost 
to the town whether the present Building Fund is 
continued or as some Citizens have said, “When we 
get ready to erect a High School Building, let us issue 
bonds to pay for it.’”’ The years are passing rapidly, 
and altho all have realized fully the need of a build- 
ing, each year has brought its problems and the mat- 
ter of High School Building has been left for one 
more year. 


Should the town raise $2000.00 a year for ten 
years, they would have at the close of the tenth year 
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$25,898.48; $5,898.48 of which would be interest. 
What would it cost to raise $25,000.00 by issuing 
bonds at 4 per cent interest? If three bonds of 
$1000.00 each should be retired at the close of the 
first. year, and the interest paid on the remaining 
twenty-two bonds of $1000.00 each, and if each year 
after this two bonds of $1000.00 each were paid and 
the interest paid on all remaining unpaid bonds, this 
would cost the town $31,280.00. What is the differ- 
ence in cost to the town? $12,178.00. Can the town 
afford not to continue the Building Fund? 

If $2000.00 should be raised that would increase 
our tax rate approximately two and one half mills 
on a dollar, based on the valuation in the 1926 Town 
Report. 


John’s Edueation 


We sometimes hear a parent say, “No John is 
not getting along very well this year. His teacher 
Miss A can’t teach him as did Miss B”’. Sometimes 
fond parents fail to see that some of the difficulty 
may be with John. It has been well said, that the best 
part of a man’s education is the part that he gets 
himself. Is it not true that John must do much him- 
self? His teacher can help, guide and direct him in his 
efforts, but it is what he does that really counts. 
Busy parents cannot frequently visit schools, but no 
parent is too busy to carefully examine a_ report 


card monthly, and when the marks are not what they 
think their child should receive, have that child feel 
that it is his care to bring a better report next month. 
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Any child can beat his own best record. All teach- 


ers enjoy giving good marks on cards, for nothing 
is more encouraging to teacher, parents, or pupils, 
than a good report card to go home. 

I want to add my bit of praise, deserved praise 
to the teachers we have had. in our schools the past 
year for their faithful efforts and unusual interest in 
our girls and boys. 


Conelusion 


Another year I have been privileged to be as- 
sociated with the Citizens, Selectmen, Members of 
the School Committee, Teachers, and Girls and Boys 
of Warren, as Superintendent of Schools; and once 
more I wish to express my appreciation of the con- 
tinued fine school spirit that has been shown on 
every hand. I wish to thank the Selectmen for their 
courtesy and for their prompt attention to the num- 
erous school demands. I wish especially to express 
to the Members of the School Committee my appre- 
ciation of their interest in schools and for their as- 
sistance in solving the unusual number of problems 
that have come up the past year. The teachers and 
girls and boys I wish to thank for their finest of co- 
operation which has been a source of encouragement 
throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, School Board, and Citizens 
of the town of Warren:— 
As Principal of Warren High School during the 


present school year, it is my privilege to submit the 
following report: 


Registration 


Warren High opened on the seventh of Septem- 
ber, with an enrollment of fifty-one pupils, nineteen 
boys and thirty-two girls. We were glad to welcome 
two new students, who transfered from other high 
schools, Miss Lora Fields from Revere High, Revere, 
Massachusetts, and Miss Evelyn Grotton from Crosby 
High, Belfast, Maine. 


Attendance 


During the fall term, five pupils left school; the 
families of two of whom moved from town. The 
average attendance of 46.4 for the term indicates the 
earnestness in their work of those attending the 
school. Hilliard Spear and Clarence Waltz were not 
absent or tardy during the entire term. Absences 
have slightly increased this term due to the Hgather 
conditions and illness. 


Scholarship 


The average grade of work has been very good. 
In my opinion, it maintains the high scholastic stan- 
dard of the school. In no small measure, is this due 
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to a true appreciation of their present opportunities 
on the part of the students themselves. 


Musie 


Remarkable progress has been made in the 
study of music under the capable instruction and 
leadership of Mrs. Vinal. 


Activities 


About three weeks was devoted to base ball this 
fall. During that period, Warren High lost too and 
won from Appleton High School. The short period 
served to show the possibilities of baseball at Warren 
High in the spring. A schedule is now being drait- 
ed. It is hoped that the school will take an active 
interest in this branch of athletics. Due to ineligi- 
bility, lack of material, and suitable playing quarters 
the school is not represented by a basket-ball team 
this Winter. The chief draw-back to basket-ball is 
the lack of suitable playing quarters. Realizing the 
value of this sport from a physical and recreational 
standpoint, let us hope that this condition may be 
overcome in the near future. 


The Seniors held a class Fair during the fall. 
The generous cooperation of the townspeople made 
this an unqualified success. On February the 11th, 
the Seniors will stage their annual play. The cast 
is now busily at work, under the direction of Miss 
Norwood. 

At the close of the fall term an enjoyable Christ- 
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mas Party was held. Because of the benefits derived 
therefrom, several such parties are planned for the 
remaining months of the school year. 


General 


The new electric lights, installed through the 
generosity of Mr. R. J. Andrews, have aided mater- 
ially in carrying on the year’s work. One has only 
to consider the benefits derived from extra work 
after school hours, in order to appreciate the real 
value of this gift to the school. 

By her capable instruction, and by her loyal co- 
operation in all school matters, Miss Christine Nor- 
wood has rendered valuable services as_ assistant. 

From personal observation it is quite evident 
that the need of a new building, is realized by all citi- 
zens of the community. The day when that new 
building is completed will be the dawn of a new era 
of higher standards in all activities at Warren High 
School. May that day be close at hand. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere ap- 
preciation to the Superintendent, School Committee, 
Parents and Pupils for their kindness and coopera- 

tion during the present school year.

The past year schools have been well up to their usual 
standard. In the Grammar, Intermediate, and Mal- 
colm Corner schools we have been fortunate in re- 
taining for still another year the services of Mrs. 
Mathews, Mrs. Newbert and Mrs. Davis, whose super- 
ior work is known and appreciated. Miss Castner 
and Miss Jennie Starrett, who have been teaching 
respectively at Hinckley Corner and Pleasantville 
since September, have both had several years of ex- 
perience and are doing excellent work. Miss Helen 
Starrett and Miss Inez Ripley, who are teaching at 
Oyster River and Libby schools respectively, are do- 


ing unusually good work for inexperienced teachers. — 


High School

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The Transportation Bus 


At the last town meeting Citizens decided that 
one truck should not be used for the two transporta- 
tion routes, Anderson-Sterling and South Warren, as 
had been done for several years, a plan that is being 
used in several towns in the state. The committee 
was glad to have this matter decided as they had felt 
that Citizens did not wish to go to the extra expense 
of having two trucks. Soon after town meeting the 
committee met and it was arranged with Mr. Frank 
Teague that he would use two automobiles on the 
- routes. Soon after this, however, Mr. Teague died 
and our schools lost a most: loved and _ respected 
friend and one whom we shall never forget. 

April 18th Mr. R. J. Libby, State Agent for Ru- 
ral Education came to Warren and met the commit- 
tee. As a result Mr. Arthur Perry was secured to 
transport for the remainder of the spring term using 
a seven passenger touring car. This was not satis- 
factory to some of the parents as some of the child- 
ren had to wait while others were taken to Wiley 
road. April 26th Dr. A. O. Thomas, State Commis- 
sioner of Education and Mr. R. J. Libby, State Agent 


_ for Rural Education, came to Warren and met the 


parents concerned. The matter was again discus- 
sed and it was decided that Mr. Perry should continue 
_ to transport for the remainder of the term using his 
seven passenger car, but in the fall a truck should be 
put on the route. July 19th as the matter had not 
been settled Mr. Libby again came to Warren and said 
_ that the State Department of Education would give 
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the town a horse-drawn Prison made wagon with a 
heater if this would solve the problem. It was found 
that Mr. L. D. Gammon would transport using this 
wagon for $25.00 a week. This conveyance was not 
satisfactory to some of the parents and September 3d 
the committee asked the parents concerned to meet 
with them and discuss the matter. Two: families 
each having three children moved along this route 
just before schools opened in the fall making twenty 
children who might attend Sterling school if it were 
reopened. Most of the parents concerned, however, 
did not wish to have the school opened and some of 
the parents stated that if it should be opened they 


should send their children to the village schools. 
Nearly all did not feel satisfied to have the horse- 
drawn wagon and Mr. Gammon did not wish to con- 
sider driving a truck. Dr. Thomas was once more 
consulted and instead of giving the town the horse- 
drawn wagon the town would be given $500.00 this 
year and $150.00 next year toward a Ford bus if the 
problem could be solved in this way. The Ford chas- 
Sis cost $412.00, and the body $250.00, and the ~War- 
ford Gear $120.00, a total cost of $782.00 and of this 
amount $650.00 has been or will be paid by the state, 
making the cost to the town $132.00. 


Before the truck was-purchased Mr. Perry was 
noid $235. a week for transporting with his car, using 
the town truck he is paid $30.00, furnishes gasoline 
and oil and keeps the bus in repair.

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$1,370.00 Saved By Transportation 


Hight schools have been closed during the last 
ten years. Had six of these schools been maintained 
by the town the past year, the increased cost would 
have been this amount. Estimating that it costs 
$17.00 a week to maintain a rural school; $15.00 a 
week for a teacher, $1.00 a week for fuel, $.50 for 
Janitor work, and $.50 for repairs, the saving at each 
of the six schools would be as follows:

The expense of transporting the pupils of the 
other two schools, Anderson and Sterling, including 
the cost of transporting the pupils from the Depot 
road, is about $38.00 a week. As previously stated 
most of the parents of these schools preferred to 
have their children transported. Considerable re- 
pair work would have been necessary at the Sterling 
building had that school been reopened. which might 
have brought the expense above the . transportation 
cost. ee Se 8 
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Repairs 

A much needed fence has been built along the 
front of the Malcolm Corner school-yard to prevent 
children from running into the road. Five new 
movable desks have also been bought for this school, 
which at the opening of the fall term had forty pu- 
pils. A fine new heater has been purchased for the 
assistant’s room at the high school and the old 
stove taken from that room for the coat room at the 
Grammar school. The desks at the High, Grammar, 
and Oyster River schools have been refinished. The 
floors of all buildings have been oiled, all school- 
rooms have been cleaned, and the usual minor re- 
pairs made. The repairs needed the coming year 
will be largely inside work. 

In addition to the above repairs a new furnace 
has been installed at the High school and the High 
and Grammar rooms have been painted at an expense 
of over $400.00, which was paid from the Academy 
Fund. 

The town is fortunate to have for another year 
Mr. George Teague to do this repair work and _ con- 
tinue his services as janitor at the High school build- 
ing. His interest and care needs only to be known to 
be appreciated. - | 


Speaking Contests 
In connection with Education Week activities, 
speaking contests were held at each of the grade and 
rural schools. Four speakers from each _ school, 
twenty-eight speakers in all, were chosen to compete 
in a contest held at Glover’s Hall, Friday evening of

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the following week. At this contest three upper 
grade and three lower grade speakers were chosen to 
compete with an equal number of speakers who were 
to be chosen from the grade pupils of Union. The 
W. H. S.speakers had been previously selected 
to meet three speakers that were to be chosen from U. 
H.S. The final contest with the pupils of Union was 
held at Glover Hall Wednesday evening, November 
23d. The following Warren pupils spoke at this con- 
test: Katherine Peabody, Ernest Robinson, and 
Harland Spear of the lower grades; Beatrice Haskell, 
Edith French, and Lucy Grotton of the higher grades; 
and Beulah Starrett, Robert Robinson, and Robert 
Connell of the High school. The prizes were about 
equally divided between the two towns. Katherine 
Peabody received the second prize for the lower 
grades; Beatrice Haskell and Edith French, both 
first and second for the upper grades; and Robert 
Connell, the second prize for the high school. 


The interest in these contests on the part of the 
teachers, pupils, and citizens surpassed every ex- 
pectation. There were more than fifty visitors at 
several of the schools to hear the preliminary con- 
tests, and Glover Hall was filled to capacity at both 
contests held there. The judges of the final contest 
Supt. E. L. Toner of Rockland, Mr. John M. Richard- 
son of the Courier Gazette, and Supt. Russell Green- 
wood of Waldoboro, most highly complimented the 
speakers, and the interest that has been shown in the 
contests. i es 
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Parent-Teacher Associations 
Many towns in the state now have a Parent- 


‘Teacher Associations and they are doing most help-- 


ful work in improving schools. Let us hope that 
Warren may before long have such an association. 


Citizens Ever United 

During the twenty years that your Superintend- 
ent has been associated with the citizens of Warren, 
ever have they been united on every school under- 
taking, never have they been divided. Because of 
this fact and because of the finest cooperation on the 
part of citizens the work as high school principal and 
as Superintendent has been a pleasure and a privilege. 

Every citizen in Warren has the good of the 
town at heart. - Every citizen is interested in these 


Warren girls and boys, who will soon be carry- 


ing on the affairs of this town, and they will be 
playing their parts well. Every citizen desires the 
best schools and the best school-buildings that they 
feel the town can afford. In these respects citizens 
are united, but citizens seem to be divided as to their 
opinions as to whether the present high school 
building should be remodeled or a new one built. The 
building must be used for a generation or more and 
should not only meet the needs now but fifty years 
from now. The present building was erected in 
1876. The past generation made many sacrifices in 
the cause of education and built numerous school- 
buildings, and the present generation has the same 
spirit of sacrifice and will take only such action as 
will always be pointed to with pride. Whatever

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, School Board and Citizens 
of the Town of Warren: 


As Principal of Warren High, I appreciate the 
privilege of submitting to you the following report; 


Registration 

~The High School opened on the sixth of Septem- 
ber with an enrollment of forty-one pupils, seventeen 
boys and twenty-five girls. Because of a smaller 
entering class, the total number of pupils in the school 
is somewhat less than last year. However, it was 
very encouraging to see practically all of the upper 
classmen return, only two failing to do so. 


Attendance 
In the matter of attendance, I feel that the 
school has made noticeable progress. Therefore I 
would like to call your special attention to these facts. 
Only one pupil has left school since the beginning of 
the term. Out of a total enrollment of forty-two, the 


- average attendance for the fall term was 38.9. Last 


year, considering fifty-one pupils, it was 46.4 for the 
same period. This will readily be seen to represent 
a gain of 4.6 points. Again, for the same period last 


year, only two pupils were neither absent nor tardy, 


while there were sixteen with that record this year. 


I believe that all will agree that these facts clearly 


indicate the earnestness of the student body. 
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Scholarship 

The average grade of work has been satisfactory, 
maintaining the high scholastic standard of the 
school. A new course, “Citizenship,’—which teaches 
one his duties to himself, his neighbor, his community 
and to his country—,was introduced this fall. This 
is being offered to the two lower classes. The wis- 
dom of this change has been demonstrated by the re- 
sponse of those taking it. 


Musie 
Even the fine progress of last year has been 
greatly exceeded in the study of music. This is due 
not only to the very capable instruction given by Mrs. 
Vinal, but also in the remarkable ability of making 
the study so interesting that it has become popular 
with the students. 


Activities 

During the fall term, a speaking contest was held 
with Union High at Warren. Those who represented 
the school, were chosen at a public prize-speaking 
contest held at Glover Hall prior to the Union con- 
test. The interest and abilities shown indicate great 
possibilities for the next year. 

A series of baseball games with Union High 
was played during the first three weeks of the term. 
The brand of baseball played by our team will de- 
velop in the spring so as to exceed all expectations. 
A rather ambitious schedule will be drafted for the 
spring. Itis hoped that by means of a combined 
vaudeville and minstrel show to be held in February,

enough money will be obtained to purchase some 
much needed equipment for the team. 

Unfortunately the school is not represented by 
a baskKet-ball team this winter, due to the lack of 
suitable playing quarters. 

At the close of the fall term an enjoyable Christ- 
mas party was held. The kind of good fellowship 
which prevailed, made it an unqualified success. 

- The Seniors staged the annual play on January 
the 27th, under the direction of Miss Norwood. The 
generous patronage and cooperation of the towns- 
people was much appreciated. 


General 


It was very gratifying to have so many of the 
parents and friends of the school visit us this year. 
Such visits tend to give the much-needed contact be- 
tween teacher, parents and pupils. It is hoped that 
this fine interest continues throughout the year. 

The fine new heater which has been placed in 
the assistant’s room is greatly appreciated by all. 
It has made that room much more comfortable than 
formerly. 

A new halyard has been placed on the flag-pole 
of the school, and a new flag has been purchased for 
it. Contributions from the scholars of the High 
school and Mrs. Mathews’ school, obtained the flag. 
The High school boys did the rather difficult task of 
putting up the halyard on the pole. In my opinion, 
this act is a remarkable example of the loyalty and 
cooperation, besides ability, of the student body. 
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- It has been both a pleasure and a privilege to 
again have Miss Christine Norwood as assistant. She 
is a very loyal. conscientious and capable teacher. 
Whatever success the school has attained this year, 
should be credited to her in a large measure. 

Both members of the faculty wish to express their 
gratitude to the Superintendent for his many helpful 
suggestions, his kindness and courtesy to them. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere ap- 
preciation to the Superintendent, School Committee, 
Parents and Pupils for their kindness and cooperation 
during the present school year.

Selectmen’s Report

In submitting our annual report your Selectmen 
would specially call the attention of the town to the 
law relative to the payment of damage done by dogs 
to domestic animals which reads as follows: 


Chapter 223 Public Laws 1921 


An Act to Amend Section One Hundred and Ten of 
Chapter Four of the Revised Statutes, Relating to 
Payment of Damages done by Dogs and Wild hed 
mals to Domestic Animals. 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Maine, 
as follows: 


Section one hundred and ten of chapter four of 
the revised statutes is hereby amended by inserting 
after the word “animals” in the second line of said 
section, the words ‘poultry not included’ so that the 
said section as amended shall read as follows: 

‘Sec. 110. Whenever any sheep, lambs, or other 
domestic animals, poultry not included, owned by a 
resident of this state are killed or injured by dogs or 
wild animals, such owner may make complaint there- 
of to the mayor of the city or to one of the municipal 
officers of the town or plantation where such damage 
was done,within seven days after he has knowledge of 
the same, and thereupon the municipal officers shall 
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investigate the complaint, and if satisfied that the 
said damage was committed by dogs or wild animals 
within the limits of their city, town or plantation, 
they shall estimate the damage thereof according to 
the full value for which they are kept, whether as 
breeders or for other purposes, and direct that the 
same with fifty per cent additional shall be paid from 
the town treasury. If the municipal officers and the 
owner of the sheep or domestic animals are unable 
to agree as to the amount of the damage which shall 
be paid, the amount shall be determined by three ref- 
erees to be selected in manner following: one referee 
to be chosen by the municipal officers, one by the own- 
er of the animals injured or killed, and the third by 
the two referees already selected. In case one party 
refuses or neglects to select a referee, the other party, 
after thirty days from the time the notice of the afore- 
said damage was given or received, shall select two 
referees, and the two selected shall choose the third. 
The said referees shall submit a written report signed 
by a majority, within fifteen days from the date of 
their appointment, stating the amount to be paid by 
the town. The report of said referees shall be final 
and the expenses of the referee shall be divided equal- 
ly between the owner of the animals and the town,city 
or plantation. Any town paying such damages 
caused by dogs may maintain an action on the case 
against the owner or keeper of such dogs to recover 
the amount paid, not exceeding the actual damage 
committed and fifty percent additional. Any person 
who keeps a dog that kills or injures sheep or lambs 
shall be fined not less than fifty, nor more than one 
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hundred dollars and costs, unless before the final 
disposition of the case, the said owner or keeper of 
the said dog produces satisfactory evidence that the 
dog has been killed.’ 


In effect July 9, 1921. 


As it is necessary for the town to ascertain the 
owners of the dogs doing the damage and collect the 
same from them if possible in order to otherwise get 
reimbursement from the State, on Oct. 2 after con- 
sulting the Game Wadrens it was deemed advisable 
to appoint a special Constable to act with the Ward- 
ens for the purpose of ascertaining the owners of the 
dogs. W. A. Burgess was appointed and the work 
carried on for a month at the expense to the town of 
$95.00 without success. 

We would suggest that in the future every pos- 
sible effort be taken by owners of dogs that this ex- 
pense may be avoided.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending Schoo} Committee and Citi- 
izens of Warren:— 


I have the honor of presenting for your con- 
sideration my twelfth report of the schools of War- 
ren. Schools have been taught the most efficiently 
the past year that they have ever been under my su- 
pervision. The work of the teachers is known and 
appreciated and cannot be too highly commended. 

At the opening of the fall term parents were 
asked not to send children to enter the first grade 
in the village primary schools, unless they were six 
years of age at some time during the fall term. Altho 
several parents were planning to send children who 
were but five years of age, the finest of cooperation 
was shown by every parent concerned. The primary 
schools at Malcolm Corner and at Hinckley Corner 
have now become so large that the care and attention 
needed by five year old children make too great a de- 
mand upon a teacher’s time that should be given to 
the older children. 


Teachers’ Meetings 


_ The first teachers’ meeting of the year was held 
at the home of the Superintendent the Saturday after 
schools opened in the fall. The second meeting was 
held at Union, September 22d, when Principal Wil- 
liam D. Hall and Miss Mary Bills, Director of Teacher 
Training, of Castine Normal School spoke to the 
teachers of both Warren and Union. The third 
meeting was held at Warren, October 20th. The 
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speaker was Miss Lou Buker, Primary Supervisor, of 
Augusta who talked to the teachers of both towns. 
The expenses of these speakers were paid by the 
State Department of Education. 


The Stanford Achievement Tests were given in 
June to all pupils of the 7th and 8th grades and the 
results as to the standing of our pupils were gratify- 
ing and encouraging. 


Teacher Changes 


The teacher changes have been fewer the past 
year than for some years, there being at the opening 
of the fall term but one change in grade and _ rural 
schools. This was at Libby school. Miss Ripley re- 
signed to accept a position at Union, and was suc- 
ceeded by Miss Bernice Heath of West Penobscot, a 
graduate of Castine Normal School. 


High School 


It was with sincere regret that the committee 
received the resignation of Principal Froberger and 
Miss Norwood, both of whom have taught the past 
two years with unusual success. Principal Frober- 
ger accepted the position of principal of the high 
school at Hallowell, and Miss Norwood returned to 
the University of Maine to complete her college 
course. 

From an unusual number of promising candi- 
dates Walter Hayes of Brunswick, a graduate of Bow- 
doin College, who had successfully taught two years 
and was doing graduate work at Bates College, was

elected principal the latter part of June. Miss Ade- 
laide Coombs of Bath, a Colby graduate was at this 
time elected assistant. Mr. Hayes found the teach- 
ing of so many subjects more difficult than he had an- 
ticipated and at the close of the sixth week of the fall 
term resigned. 

Clarence Maddem, Jr., the present principal, was 
among the candidates considered at the time of the 
election in June. Principal Madden was very highly 
recommended by the State Department of Education 
and by his former superintendent under whom he had 
successfully taught for two years. His work and 
that of Miss Coombs is highly commendable. 


Transportation 


Several changes were made in transportation of 
pupils at the opening of the fall term. Arthur Perry 
who had been paid $30.00 a week for transporting 
with the school bus from Anderson and Sterling was 
succeeded by Hollis Starrett, who has been paid $25.00 
a week, and the town has kept the bus in repair. It 
was thot that this would be cheaper for the town. 
This has not been the case, however, because of the 
fact that three new tires have had to be purchased, an 
expense that was not expected. The last of August 
Mrs. Hill moved to the place bought of Moses Hall, 


and Henry Ilves to the Joshua Starrett place, thus 
making seven extra children to transport in the bus. 
This number of pupils so crowded the school bus that 
Dana Smith was secured to transport the eight child- 
ren from Wyllie road to his store. From there the

children not attending Malcolm Corner school, are 
transported to the village by the bus. 

During the fall term Ernest L. Starrett trans- 
ported the two pupils from Vaughan Neck and the 
four from the Middle Road. During the winter term 
two pupils have been boarded at the village, two have 
been transported by their parents, and two as the par- 
ents wished have remained at home. This latter 
arrangement was permitted, as one pupil was very 
young and was permitted to enter school only to aid 
him in learning our language; the other pupil was 
frail and the work could be easily done at home. 

_ At East Warren, John Lane moved to the Doug- 
las Bisbee place and his two children and Raymond 
Hart have been transported by Mrs. Mank to meet 
the Highland truck which is driven by Clifford Over- 
lock. | 

During the fall term A. L. G. Hills transported a 
boy from the Hall place and his son. During the 
winter term he has transported his son only, the 
other pupil being out of town. 


Speaking Contests 


The week following Education Week speaking 
tontests were held again this year, similar to those 
held a year ago. Contests were first held at each 
school to choose speakers to compete for prizes at a 
contest which were held at Glover Hall the evening 
of November 20th, when the following pupils spoke: 
Hilvie Ruitta and Doris Mank of Libby School; Vir- 
ginia Wyllie and Lena Maki, of Oyster River; Sumner 
Leadbetter, Beatrice Merrifield and Frank Batchei- 
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der, of Pleasantville; George Robinson, Dorothy Sim 
mons, Delmont Butler, and Marion Mitche'l, of 
Hinckley Corner; Catherine Maxcy, Roger Farris, 
Winona Robinson and Sammy Curtis, of Malcolm 
Corner; Ruth Watts, Katherine Starrett, Madolyn 
Harriman and Pauline Starrett, of Intermediate; 
Richard Bucklin, Beatrice Haskell, Marguerite Has- 
kell and Elizabeth Moody, of Grammar; and Evelyn 
Grotton, Robert Robinson, Helen Anderson, Josef 
Vinal and Vera Partridge, of High School. As a re- 
sult of this contest the following pupils were chosen 
to speak in the final contest at Union: from the 
lower grades, Katherine Starrett, Ruth Watts and 
Marion Mitchell; from the upper grades, Marguerite 
Haskell, Richard Bucklin and Pauline Starrett; from 
the High School, Josef Vinal, Evelyn Grotton and 
Robert Robinson. 

At the final contest which was held at Town 
Hall, Union, the evening of November 24th, first 
prizes were won by Marion Mitchell and Marguerite 
Haskell, and Evelyn Grotton won second prize. Hon- 
orable mention was also given to Pauline Starrett 
and Josef Vinal. { 

The unusual interest in these contests on the 
part of citizens is shown in the fact that several 
schools had more than fifty visitors at their contests 
and Glover Hall was filled to capacity when the con- 
test was held to choose the speakers to go to Union. 


Repairs 


The past year besides the cleaning and oiling of 
floors and the usual repairs, new heaters, like the one 
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that was installed last year in the assistant’s room 
at the high school, have been installed at the Inter- 
mediate and Hinckley Corner Buildings. The found- 
ation walls of several of the buildings need to be 
righted up and cemented. The North side of the 
Malcolm Corner building should be painted two 
coats and the rest of the building should have one 
coat of paint. Several of the buildings need to be 
papered and painted inside.

Finances 


All school accounts show a balance this _ year, 
but the balance of the Common School Account, 
which was cut nearly $1000.00 a year ago when but 
$4500.00 was appropriated, was still further reduced 
this year, when $5000.09 was appropriated. In each 
of the years 1921, 1922, 1923, 1925 and 1926, an ap- 
propriation of $5500.00 was made, and in 1926 there 
was an unexpended balance of $1344.54. This bal- | 
ance for the past two years has been reduced to 
$249.65. The Common school recommendation of 
$5500.00 is the same amount as was appropriated in 
1921, 1922, 1923, 1925 and 1926. . ° 

All other recommendations are the same as 
were made a year ago. 
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Conclusion 


In closing this report I wish to express my sin- 
cere appreciation to one and all who have helped me 
in any way to make the schools the success that they 
have been the past year. The unusual spirit of 
cooperation that has been shown on every hand the 
past year has made the work of the superintendent a 
pleasure and a privilege. I wish especially to thank 
the Members of the Committee for their help in solv- 
ing the numerous problems that have been brought 
_to their attention.

Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent, School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Warren :— 


As principal of the Warren High School, I ap- 
preciate the privilege of submitting to you the fol- 
lowing report: 

The number of pupils enrolled this fall was 
fifty-two, twenty-seven boys and twenty-five girls. 
The fact that the entering class was large and the 
fact that nearly all upper-classmen returned filled 
the school to very near its capacity. The attendance 
for the fall term was especially good. Our percent- 
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age attendance was ninety-six, and fourteen pupils 
were present at every session. 

The school which had reached such a_ high 
standing under past administrations is maintaining 
that same high standing this year. The ‘Honor 
Roll” system has been an aid in the improvement of 
ranks in general. The baseball eligibility rules, 
which we agreed to adopt this year, have given added 
incentive for high scholastic standing. 

The enthusiasm of the students and the capable 
instruction of Mrs. Vinal have given us a chorus this 
year of which far larger schools might well be proud. 
I sincerely hope that this branch of school activity 
may be fostered more and more each year. 

The Senior Class, ably assisted by the under- 
graduates, staged the play, “The Boy Friend”. 
Strong in the conviction that there is a wealth of 
dramatic ability in the school we are working on a 
second production for a later date. In behalf of the 
Senior Class I wish to express my appreciation of the 
generous patronage and splendid cooperation of the 
townspeople. 

The teachers welcome the opportunity to meet 
parents of their students and to have parents see 
that system, of which their children are a part,func- 
tioning. The paternal interest for the child’s 
scholastic welfare helps to stimulate him to new ac- 
tivities, besides giving that contact between parent, 
pupil and teacher, which is so essential to complete 
success. 

The school is fortunate to have this year such 


an able assistant teacher as Miss Coombs. She is 
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loyal, capable and conscientious, and has been very 
helpful to the school. 

Miss Coombs joins me in expressing our appre- 
ciation to the superintendent for his suggestions, 
thoughtfulness and courtesy. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to 
the Superintendent, School Committee, Parents and 
pupils, for their kindness and cooperation during the 
term just passed. |
